In January, leading wine¬ 
makers swirled, sniffed and 
sipped their way through 
264 sparkling, white, red 
and dessert wines, a record¬ 
setting number that were 
entered for the 24th annual 
awards. 

The intense day of blind 
tasting saw the winemakers 
judge the work of their 
peers from a total of 64 
wineries, also a record 
number for the event. 

Friday's menus, designed 
to accompany the best local 
wines, will include items 
such as compressed salm¬ 
on served with beetroot 
sponge and goat cheese ice 
cream; braised veal cheek 
with creamy polenta and 
gremolata; and Icewine 
sous vide duck with butter¬ 
nut squash, piacerre and

What was being called a 
police chase on Facebook 
really wasn't, police say. 

Const. Paul Day of the 
Niagara Regional Police 
says a vehicle was "flying" 
through Virgil about 10:30 
p.m. Tuesday night when 
an officer carrying out rou¬ 
tine radar checks on 
Niagara Stone Road 
clocked him, and rather 
than attempting to catch 
up to pull him over, called 
in more units. 

The beige Chevy 


Traverse SUV was headed 
to the Old Town when it 
first came to the attention 
of police, and when 
responding units tried to 
find it, passed it as it head¬ 
ed back to Virgil—still 
speeding, rubber flying, 
Day said. 

The driver attempted to 
make a right turn on 
Concession 4, lost control 
and ended up in the ditch, 
said Day. 

He tried to run to escape 
police, but the canine unit 
was ready, and tracked him 
down about a kilometre 
from where the vehicle 

When police contacted 
the owner of the vehicle, it 
was discovered stolen. 

A young offender has 
been charged with breech 
of a court order, speeding 
and possesion of stolen 
property.

Thanks to police for dangerous 
situation that ended safely for all 


As was noted by several Niagara- 
on-the-Lake residents who hap¬ 
pened to travel through Virgil around 
10:30 p.m. Tuesday, our little village 
saw more flashing lights and police 
cars than usual. While that might 
not have been big news in larger 
towns and cities, it certainly had 
people talking in NOTL. 

Facebook reports indicated there 
might have been a police chase. 

The Niagara Regional Police say 
that was definitely not the case. 

The officer who witnessed the 
vehicle flying through town called in 
other units, including the canine 
unit, rather than pursuing a vehicle 
he had no hope of catching. 

Facebook comments and news 
alerts in other social media can be 
over-stated, or often, in the haste to 


broadcast events as they are hap¬ 
pening, the facts can be just plain 
wrong. 

However, without those same 
social media, we might not have 
even known there was a situation in 
Virgil Tuesday night—there was no 
notification about it from the NRP. 

It was a case of a stolen vehicle, 
driven at high speed, which lost con¬ 
trol and ended in a ditch. The driver, 
a young offender, was arrested 
unhurt and charged, police say. 

Congratulations to the police who 
were involved for apprehending 
their suspect without any injuries to 
anyone. 

Thanks to pressures of society and 
a little common sense, police chases 
are a pretty much a thing of the past. 
For that we're grateful.

Church isn't all about sacrifice 


Town needs 
to work on 
speed limits 
by Crossroads 

I have a bit of an 
update regarding speed¬ 
ers and stop sign viola- 

I was chatting with 
several police officers 
over the last few days 
about Niagara Stone 
Road and the Crossroads 
Public School 40-kilo- 

During the time of 
school zone flashing 
lights an average of 10 
speeding and stop sign 
violations at Line 2 and 
Henry St. were observed 


during one police offi¬ 
cer's presence, who by 
the way lives in Virgil. 

He says that the speed¬ 
ers are construction 
workers or contractors 
doing work. 

He also says he sets his 
radar at least 10 km 
above the speed limit, 
and that he is lenient. 

He says that he tickets 
those who do at least 10 
or more kilometres over 
the speed limit. 

For example he says 
that the average ticket 
given are speeds of 65 
km/hr and as much as 
over 80 km/hr in the 
school zone during the 
time of the flashing 
lights. 

We definitely have a 
speeding issue in this 
part of Niagara Stone 


Road. 

I hope that between 
the region and the town 
we can be more aggres¬ 
sive to enhance the visi¬ 
bility of a school and 
residential zone on 
Niagara Stone Road near 
Crossroads. 

I would suggest any 
one of our town council¬ 
ors can suggest rumble 
strips before the school 
zone and large painted 
signs on the road saying 
school zone. 

There are many good 
ideas out there that have 
been suggested but we 
should start with a big 
thank you to our com¬ 
munity policing commit¬ 
tee and the police for 
doing a great job.

Agricultural 
land should 
be protected 


We read with alarm your 
article indicating that Town 
Council has unanimously 
given a developer an 
approval which will result in 
this developer destroying a 
large, healthy peach 
orchard on Line 2 so that 
more houses can be sand¬ 
wiched onto tiny lots in 
Virgil (Niagara Advance, 

Feb. 16). 

We are told Council had 
no choice as it must meet 
provincial mandated hous¬ 
ing density targets. We dis¬ 
agree with this. 

For historic, climatic, cul¬ 
tural and many other rea¬ 
sons, Niagara-on-the-Lake 
is a community unlike any 
other in Canada and 
Council must not allow 
itself to be placed in posi¬ 
tions where it supports pro¬ 
vincial standards which 
threaten this uniqueness. If 


the province is unaware of 
the fact that its housing 
density requirements are 
undermining the agricultur¬ 
al base of this community 
Council must educate it. 
Rather than acquiesce to 
nameless bureaucrats in 
Toronto and to developers 
here, it must push back. 

Yes this might mean hav¬ 
ing to challenge the Ontario 
Municipal Board and 
Liberal friendly commis¬ 
sioners appointed by the 
McGuinty Cabinet though if 
this is what it takes, so be it. 
NOTL has a Liberal member 
in the Legislature and 
Council should be demand¬ 
ing that he speak up for this 
community and, if required, 
that the OMB’s mandate be 
amended so that our 
orchards and vineyards do 
not become targets. 

One need only drive 
around NOTL to see white 
signs indicating that appli¬ 
cations are being made 
everywhere to have more 
orchards and vineyards torn 
out so that more developers 
can build more houses. It’s 
possible, for example, that 


in a year or two the devel¬ 
oper who has just received 
approval to build on the 
Line 2 orchard could be 
back before Council with a 
request which could result 
in the destruction of anoth¬ 
er orchard. 

A thinking person there¬ 
fore has to question how 
and when this will all end? 
Will it end 10 or 15 years 
from now when the agricul¬ 
tural core of this community 
is gutted and NOTL, and 
more so Virgil, resemble 
Scarborough or some other 
overbuilt urban sprawl? 

We're not anti-develop¬ 
ment. We agree with the 
decision to redevelop 
Randwood and have no 
objection to someone reno¬ 
vating a residence or selling 
a vacant lot or field. 

NOTL’s orchards, vine¬ 
yards and wineries are not 
in this category. They are as 
much entwined with the 
identity of this community 
as are the heritage proper¬ 
ties along Queen Street and 
when an orchard or vine¬ 
yard is destroyed we are all 
harmed no less than if 


approval had been given for 
one of these buildings to be 
tom down. 

Joni Mitchell has a line in 
one of her songs about pav¬ 
ing paradise to put up a 
parking lot. Every time 
Council or the province 
makes a decision which 
results in the destruction of 
yet more of our agricultural 
land we, and future genera¬ 
tions, lose another little 
piece of paradise.

We support 
request for 
staff code of 
conduct 

Residents in the Shaws 
Lane Owners Association 
and other nearby neigh¬ 
bourhoods of Old Town are 
as frustrated as Councillor 
Martin Mazza (Niagara 


Advance, Feb 23) about the 
lack of effort and leadership 
in developing an acceptable 
code of conduct for the 
Town Council, other 
Committees of the Town, 
and the Town employees. 

On Dec. 15, we witnessed 
the second half of a four- 
hour "minor variance” 
meeting in which unprofes¬ 
sional conduct was clear to 
most of those in attendance. 
The Chair called an “inde¬ 
pendent" advisor, the 
Principal Planner from the 
Planning Department, who 
had already submitted a 
recommendation in support 
of the developer that was 
strongly opposed by the 
neighbourhood. 

This was an obvious effort 
to reinforce a judgment in 
support of the developer 
that had already been made 
before the meeting. 

We were silenced when 
we tried to object to her 
presence in that role. 
Fortunately the Chair’s col¬ 
leagues ultimately came to 
the rescue, and a compro¬ 
mise was approved. The 
Chair of the Committee of 


Adjustment, in this 
instance, appeared to have 
a blatant disregard for the 
committee's Terms of 
Reference, did not demon¬ 
strate attentiveness to the 
public’s evidence, and - 
unlike his colleagues - 
apparently had no interest 
in the fair and reasonable 
treatment of the public. 

We have now been to 
numerous Council, 
Committee of Adjustment 
and Planning Department 
meetings recently. While 
these meetings are por¬ 
trayed as requesting input 
from the public there is very 
little evidence that anyone 
representing the Town actu¬ 
ally listens. 

We congratulate 
Councillor Mazza on his 
efforts to create a useful and 
consistently upheld code of 
conduct that will result in 
an atmosphere more 
responsive to Town resi¬ 
dents, as promised by the 
Lord Mayor in his election 
platform.

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Retiring executive director looks forward to rediscovering the woman behind the title

After almost 18 years as the 
head of the Shaw Festival, 
Colleen Blake says it’s time to 
rediscover the person behind 
the title. 

“It will be interesting to find 
out who I am, as opposed to 
being the executive director of 
the Shaw. It will probably be 
difficult, the job has been so 
much a part of who I am,” she 
said, just days before retiring 
from the high-pressure job she 
describes as 24/7, with litde 
opportunity for holidays. 

"This job has been very, 
very rewarding," she says, “and 
very, very exhausting. I’m 
looking forward to being able 
to manage my own time.” 

Like all industries, the arts 
have faced tough economic 
times in recent years, and with 
that comes more for each indi¬ 
vidual to tackle, higher expec¬ 
tations, more challenges and 
greater demands, she says. 

As she approaches her 64th 
birthday, “I don’t have the 
same energy levels that I used 
to. It will good be good to have 
someone younger with fresh 
ideas taking over” 

It’s time, she says, to turn 
her attention to other inter¬ 
ests: her family, herself and 
her own health, which could 
include regular work-outs at 
the local fitness studio, possi¬ 
bly taking up golf, and defi¬ 
nitely having time to read a 
book, getting through the 
opening pages without falling 
asleep and having to start 

“I love to read,” she says. 
“When I can read a book from 
beginning to end, then I’ll 
know that I’ve found balance 

Not one to sit still for long, 
she will either work—consult¬ 
ing for small arts companies, 
helping to get them off the 
ground, appeals to her—or 
volunteering. 

She is on the board of 
Niagara College, and will con¬ 
tinue her workwith the Theatre 
Advisory Committee of the 
Canada Council. 

She had planned to stay on 
as executive director of the 
Shaw until her replacement 
was found, expecting that to 
happen before the opening of 
the 2012 season, but with the 
search still in its beginning 
stages, she decided it was time 
to go. Come Friday, she is leav¬ 
ing the stewardship of the 
Shaw temporarily in the able 
hands of artistic director Jackie 
Maxwell and the senior man¬ 
agement team. 

Blake came to the Shaw 


from Stratford in July, 1994, a 
mother of two girls in elemen¬ 
tary school and a wife with a 
very supportive husband, 
never dreaming that she would 
still be here until her retire¬ 
ment almost two decades 

“I remember worrying 
about what the town would be 
like for the kids,” she said. 

“I had the impression it 
would be a great place to live, 
but not necessarily to raise a 
family. But we did raise our 
children here, and it turned 
out to be great for them.” 

And for Colleen and her 
husband Chris, who both 
loved Stratford, found it diffi¬ 
cult to leave, and always 
assumed they would return, 
she says.

Blake has some traveling 
plans in the near future—a 
three-week trip to Edinburgh, 
Scotland to visit her daughter 
Emily who is at university 
there, and then it’s off to 
Bangkok and Singapore with 
Chris, who, as president of the 
St. Catharines Rotary Club, 
will be attending the interna¬ 
tional Rotary conference. 

To have six weeks to travel 
in less than three months 
seems amazing, she says, and 


she leaves the 
Festival in a deficit 
It’s not the first 
time the theatre has

“I wish I’d been 
able to avoid the 
deficit situation 


in her office this week, she 
spoke of one of her proudest 
accomplishments—brokering 
a “really strong agreement” 
with Vintage Inns, which pur¬ 
chased the former Anchorage 
restaurant and motel property 
on Ricardo Street and will hold 
it until 2016, the deadline for 
The Shaw to purchase the site. 
The plan is to build another 
theatre—or maybe even two 
theatres in one building.

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Thorold asks for support for province to step in to keep school open

At first, the idea didn't 
tug at his heart strings, but 
Councillor lamie King said 
he realized it was important 


to support other communi¬ 
ties with schools undergo¬ 
ing the process of an 
Accommodation 
Committee Review (ARC). 

Thorold is asking the 
province to step in and help 
keep its only secondary 
School open. 

The community is also 
asking municipalities in 
Niagara to throw support 
behind them. 

During Monday night's 
committee-of-the-whole 
meeting, King made a 
motion for the Town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake to be 
one of those communities 
to support Thorold in an 


effort to change legislation 
for education so that small 
communities won't lose 
their high schools. 

King was one of the 
strongest supporters in the 
battle to keep Niagara 
District Secondary School 

Once the resolution is 
ratified by council, it will be 
forwarded to the Minister of 
Education for support and 
the Regional Municipality 
of Niagara, area municipali¬ 
ties and local MP's and 
MPP’s 

"When I first heard this 
call, it was hard not to think 
’where were you when we 


needed you?' But, I felt it 
was responsible as a town 
to encourage the Smart 
Growth Plan." 

The school's closure 
would be in conflict with 
Smart Growth principles 
promoted by the province 
and its Places to Grow Act, 
says BCing. 

The councillor adds that 
the principles of the Smart 
Growth Plan emphasize 
integrated neighbourhoods 
provide a variety of services, 
including education. 

But the ARC reviews, like 
the one NDSS underwent 
before it closed in NOTL, 
does not take into consider¬ 


ation those urban design 
principles. 

King says he was inspired 
to get involved because of 
Phil Leboudec—a local 
business owner and mem¬ 
ber of the Town's Education 
Accommodation 
Committee. 

Leboudec says when he 
first heard the call of help 
from Thorold he was 
untouched. But he says he 
realized the impact of a 
community losing its only 
high school is like. 

"It's a shame to have to 
bus kids to other munici¬ 
palities." 

Leboudec says there are 


many impacts with closing 
a school. Although he 
doesn't think NOTL will see 
any major side effects until 
years down the road, there 
are already side effects. 

"I'm already aware of 
families that have thought 
about moving to St. 
Catharines so they don't 
have to bus their kids so far 
to school." 

Leboudec says he hopes 
King's resolution to support 
change for education legis¬ 
lation will hold school 
boards more accountable 
so people have more say 
when schools are undergo¬ 
ing ARC reviews.

There is already a 
shortage of beds for 
Alzheimer and demen¬ 
tia patients in long-term 
care homes, and there 
are no plans in place to 
increase the number to 
meet the growing need, 
he said. 

"The numbers are 
growing exponentially. 
In 20 years, as the baby 
boomers age, three to 
four times as many 
people in our area will 
need assistance with 
dementia-related 
issues. And we're not 
ready for it. There is no 
sense that we have an 
adequate plan in place 
to provide beds in long¬ 
term care homes. There 
aren't enough places 
now. Imagine what it's 
going to be like 20 years 
from now." 

The Alzheimer 
Canada catch-phrase is 
the "rising tide," he 

That puts more pres¬ 
sure on the Alzheimer 
Society to help families 
of those suffering from 


dementia. Of an annual 
budget of $1.7 million, 
the Ministry of Health 
provides $1.1 million. 
The rest has to be raised 
in the community. 

The government 
funds programs that 
help people in acute 
stages of the disease, 
says Miller. 

But programs aimed 
at those in early stages 
of dementia, when peo¬ 
ple are first diagnosed, 
and that teach coping 
skills to their families 
are just as important 
and receive no govern¬ 
ment funding, he said. 

With the loss of a 
major sponsor, the 
$100,000 target from 
Coffee Breaks seemed 
out of reach, says Miller. 
It stands at $70,000 
now, with most of the 
coffee break funding 
already in. 

Although tradition¬ 
ally the Alzheimer 
Coffee Breaks have 
been held in the fall, 
this year the society is 
encouraging local orga¬ 
nizations and individu¬ 
als who are interested 


in contributing to con¬ 
sider holding one this 
spring—or any time. 

"Whether you raise 
$50 or $500, it's all 
appreciated," said 
Miller. 

It's a social event 
that's easy to organize— 
invite co-workers, cli¬ 
ents, colleagues, friends 
or neighbours to enjoy 
a cup of coffee and ask 
everyone to make a 
donation. 

Add some home- 
baked goodies or fruit 
with the coffee, have 
fun and raise funds and 
awareness for the 
Alzheimer Society and 
the disease. All money 
raised stays in the 
Niagara Region.

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Local entrepreneur, Southbrook winery owner slays CBC's Dragons 


> Making a pitch 
on CBC's popu¬ 
lar Dragon's Den 
TV series was a great 
experience, says 
Southbrook owner

Bill Redelmeier slew 
the Dragons. 


The local entrepreneur 
and owner of Southbrook 
Vineyards can’t share the 
outcome of his appear¬ 
ance on CBC’s Dragon’s 
Den, the highest rated 
national TV series in 
Canada. 

But if he looked like an 
idiot on the show, he says, 
he wouldn’t be broad¬ 
casting his appearance 
and asking us to watch it. 

“I can’t tell you the 
details of what happened. 
I am allowed to say, how¬ 
ever, that it went well.” 

It was a fascinating 
experience from begin¬

ning to end, he added. 

“It is a lot more fun 
that it looks.” 

And not nearly as 
intimidating. 

“I loved it. I felt it was 
an incredible challenge." 

Like dogs, the inves¬ 
tors on the show “smell 
fear, and can rip you to 
pieces,” he says. 

But for Redelmeier, 
who is comfortable talk¬ 
ing off the cuff, and was 
confident and prepared, 
“it was a wonderful expe¬ 
rience.” 

He auditioned for the 
show last spring, one of 
about 8,000 hopefuls, 
looking for an opportuni¬ 
ty to pitch a product. 

What he learned is that 
the show's producers and 
investors “like organic, 
really like food products 
and really, really like food 
products with the poten¬ 
tial to go international.” 

His product fits the 
bill. 

It’s called Bioflavia, an 
organic powder made 
from grape skins that is 
high in antioxidants. 

Southbrook buys all 
the skins from red grapes 
grown in organic vine¬ 
yards in Niagara, saving 
the grape waste from 
landfill. The byproduct is 
crushed and dried, and 


people are lining up to 
purchase it, he says. 

While he uses it in 
smoothies and has exper¬ 
imented with adding it to 
chocolate—it's delicious, 
he says—it could be 
baked in bread, made 

metics. The possibilities 
are endless. 

“We want others to 
come to us with ideas. We 
need to establish the 
brand name. This is a 
product that will be most 
successful as an ingredi¬ 
ent in other people’s 
products.” 

While there are other 
wineries selling similar 
products, the biggest dis¬ 
tinction, and the most 
important, is that 
Southbrook grows and 
purchases only organic 
grapes and grape skins— 
there are no pesticides in 
their products, says 
Redelmeier. 

And while he will make 
no health claims—“we’re 
not selling snake oil"— 
his product has been reg¬ 
istered with Health 
Canada, which allows it 
to be labeled as a good 
source of antioxidants. 

People who have suc¬ 
cessfully pitched prod¬ 
ucts on the show experi¬ 
ence dramatic increases 



in brand recognition, 
consumer awareness and 
retail sales, says 
Redelmeier—as long as 
they don’t come off look¬ 
ing foolish. 

He was faced with just 
one question he found 
tricky to answer—when 
asked about repeat sales 
last May when the show 
was taped, there weren’t 
any. He had orders, but 
stores hadn’t even 
received their first ship- 

That has changed, with 
150 stores across Canada 
now selling the product 
and international sales 


underway. 

So he is confident that 
once the show has aired, 
the phone will start ring¬ 
ing. 

Of the 8,000 auditions, 
about one percent will get 
on the show, have a suc¬ 
cessful outcome and go 
on to do well with their 
product, he says. 

“I’ve met people who 
were not successfitl pitch¬ 
ing their products, but 
who have still been really 
pleased with the results.” 

He found the Dragon 
investors familiar with 
and supportive of the 
Niagara area, and again, 
without giving too much 
away, says the show is as 
much about Southbrook 
and Niagara wines as 
about his product. 

Redelemeier’s pitch to 
the Dragons will be aired 
on CBC next Wednesday, 
March 7 at 8 p.m.

'resist' technique which she 
uses to protect water colours 
from running while she is 
working with a canvass. 

“It’s a rubbery glue you put 
on your paper to protect the 
white paper. It’s used when 
you want to paint fields of 
wild flowers. When you’re 
ready, you can remove the 
glue from the flowers and 
paint them whatever colour 
you want without all of the 
other colours running into

When Kelly spent eight 
years in Singapore, she 
ieamed about Chinese brush 
painting, which she says 
introduced black as colour in 
water colour paintings. 

"Painting with black in a 
water colour painting is a big 
no-no,” says Kelly, adding, “In 
water colour you have to mix 
three colours together to get 
black.”

Kelly will also talk about 
teaching painting classes in 
Singapore where she learned 
that sometimes mould can 
grow inside paper. 

“The paper would be 
mouldy and you couldn’t 
work with the paint at all.” 

The artist says the mould 
comes from the humidity in 
the air. 

“It grows in the paper and 
you can’t see it”

tion about her art and how 
travelling has shaped her 


work on Saturday, March 3 at 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Public Library from 2 to 3:30 
p.m.
